WASHINGTON (AP) - House 


Republicans are picking up sup* 
port among state and local pub* 
lie school officials for their pro- 
posed 
changes in 
President 


Johnson's school aid program. 


The board of directors of a 


group representing state super* 
intendents of education voted 7 
to 0 to support amendments pro- 
posed by Rep. Albert H. Quie, 
R'Mlnn., to the Elementary and 
Secondary School Act. 


And some local school offi- 


cials, 
particularly 
those 
in 


Southern and rural areas, are 
urging 
their 
congressmen 
to 


vote for the Quie amendments. 


The basic change Quie would 


make in the 2-year«oW program 
is to provide lump sum grants 
to the states instead of allocat- 
ing them to individual school 
districts for specified uses. 


Quie claims his amendments 


would carry out all the aims of 
the existing program but great- 
ly 
reduce the administrative 


burden on local school author- 
ities and strengthen state con- 
trol over education. 


The appeal to states' rights 


plus the widespread unpopulari- 
ty of the U.S. Office of Educa- 
tion in the South because of its 
school desegregation efforts has 
produced 
strong 
support 
for 


Quie in a House where Republi- 
cans and Southern Democrats 
comprise a majority. 


So fearful of the outcome are 


Democratic leaders that they 
have postponed for weeks action 
on a bill extending the existing 
program. 


One Quie supporter is Edgar 


Fuller, executive secretary of 
the Council of Chief State School 
Officers, which represents the 
state education chiefs in all 50 
states. 


Fuller convened the council's 


directors here last week and the 
outcome was a uninimous vote 
— made known today — for the 
Quie amendments. The seven 
favorable votes were cast by the 
chief state school officers from 
Massachusetts, 
North Dakota, 


Washington, towa, Oregon, nil- 
nois and Tennessee.

The new contract calls for a 


fixed price incentive arrange* 
ment allowing General Dynam* 
ics a possible nine per cent prof* 
it if it meets a target cost of 
$1.67 billion. 


This would permit a $15*mil* 


lion profit, with the company 
sharing in savings below the 
target cost and the government 
helping absorb any excess costs 
up to 15 per cent above the con- 
tract total. 


The Air Force said the con* 


tract would cover 165 Air Force 
and Navy aircraft authorized by 
Congress in the fiscal year end* 
ing June 30. Australia would get 
24 planes and Britain 50. The 
remainder of the 493 still lack 
congressional funding. 


McCleiian 
noted 
Congress 


prohibited 
the 
purchase 
of 


production models for the Navy 
in the year ending June 30. 


"The Navy version is bogged 


down," he said. "They have no 
engine for it that will do the job 
and they can't test a new engine 
in the plane until next year." 


The committee chairman said 


his over-all estimate of the final 
cost of the planes included re- 
search and development items 
running to about $1.3 billion. He 
said Air Force models will cost 
twice the original estimates and 
Navy models up to three times 
the first figures. 


McCleiian said he was glad 


the contract has been signed 
"because maybe now we will 
get some idea of the cost if we 
don't get the usual half-story 
from the Pentagon."

LITTLE ROCK (AP>- Gov, 


Winthrop Rockefeller's plan to 
abolish four constitutional offi- 
ces and place the Jobs under 
a cabinet system was criticized 
Wednesday 
by State Treasur- 


er Nancy Hall and Land Com- 
missioner Sam Jones. 


Jones said he would be "bit- 


terly opposed" to the plan which 
Rockefeller discussed recently 
before the Constitutional Re- 
vision Study Commission. 


Mrs. Hall said a cabinet sys- 


tem, similar to that of the fed- 
eral government, would place 
too much power in the hand 
of one person. 


"Constitutional 
officers are 


accountable to the people and 
I think this is a healthy situa- 
tion," she said. 


Jones said the establishment 


of a cabinet would take control 
of the offices of auditor, treasur- 
er, land commissioner and sec- 
retary of state, from the hands 
of the people. 


State Auditor Jimmle (Red) 


Jones said he did not think 
any of the constitutional offices 
detracted from the administra- 
tive rht of the governor, 


"The people of Arkansas have 


long demonstrated their desire 
not to concentrate too much gov- 
ernmental power in the hands of 
one Individual office holder," 
Mrs. Hall said. "I think the in- 
dividual constitutional 
officers 


constitute an important balanc- 
ing of governmental duties and 
responsibilities."

Few Poisonous Varieties 
Give Spiders Bad Name

Most spiders do not bite 


and are a boon to mankind 
but, like snakes, a few poison- 
ous and ill-tempered rascals 
give the whole tribe a bad 
name. I have always been dis- 
mayed by the wanton killing 
of snakes and spiders just be- 
cause they happen to cross 
one's path. 


The dangerous spiders are 


the black widow, brown spi- 
der and tarantula. The black 
widow is a glossy black with 
a body about two-fifths inch 
in diameter and a leg span of 
about 2 inches. The identify- 
ing feature is a red "hour- 


nal rigidity, sweating, vomit- 
ing and fever. Spider anti- 
venom should always be given 
if the victim is a child or 
shows signs of acute poison- 
ing. Local treatment of the 
bite has not been of much 
use because of the speed with 
which the venom is absorbed. 


Antispasmodics and anti- 


histamines are helpful in re- 
lieving symptoms. Thiabenda- 
zole, the new drug that has 
worked so well in getting rid 
of all kinds of worm infesta- 
tion, will destroy the venom 
if it is injected within 40 to 
50 minutes after a bite.

Psychiatrists Can't 
Guarantee Against a 
Bad Trip on LSD

DETROIT (AP) - There is no 


guarantee against a bad trip for 
the person who takes an LSD 
ride through the contorted scen- 
ery of his own eyes and mind, 
psychiatrists reported today. 


Bad reactions are character- 


ized by continuing hallucina- 
tions, 
anxiety 
and 
panic, 


depression with suicidal tenden- 
cies, and by confusion. 


The wayward LSD user usual- 


ly shows up at a hospital in 
trouble, the researchers told a 
meeting of the American 
Psy- 


chiatric Association. 
.'There are some increasingly 
believed myths about ways to 
insure a "good" tripron LSD, 
said Drs. J. Thomas Ungerleid- 
er 
and Duke D. Fisher oi 


UCLA's Neuropsychiatric Insti- 
tute. 
Among the myths: 


Stay in a calm frame of mind. 
Have one or two good friends, 


or an experienced sitter or 
guide handy. 


Take the trip in a room with 


soft lighting and a thick carpet 
or mattress to sit on. 


Listen to Indian music and 


phrases from the "Tibetan Book 
of the Dead," or have a power- 
ful tranqullizer on hand. 


Unfortunately, said the UCLA 


researchers, people who take 
these precautions still end up in 
hospitals with bad LSD reac- 
tions. 


The 
UCLA team compared 


the experiences of a group of 
patients in the hospital with an 
outside group that also took 
LSD for religious purposes. The 
outside group which met in sub- 
urban Los Angeles called them- 
selves "The Disciples."
